Stone takes JFK 
files case to D.C.

I WASHINGTON — “JFK” 

director Oliver Stone was on 
Capitol Hill yesterday to drum 
up support for release of all 
government files related to the 
Kennedy assassination. 

Stone met with Senate Intel- 
igence Committee chairman 
David Boren (D-Okla.) and 
epresentatives Lee Hamilton 
D-Ind.) and Louis Stokes (D- 
Dhio). Hamilton is a former 
hairman of the House Intel- 
igence Committee, while 
dokes chairs the House Select 
Committee on Assassinations. 
Stone also met with former 
•IA director William Colby and 
>rmer FBI and CIA director I 
William Webster. All of the 
leetings were arranged at the 
:quest of Stone, according to 
mgressional staffers.

“JFK” has prompted contro- 
rsy by suggesting that nearly

Jnless Congress takes ac- 
i, the Kennedy files will re- 
n sealed until the year 2029.
